SIR EDWARD GERMAN 


German Edward Jones, for that

the°Crystal Palaco and the Phil 
monle Concerts, “His first connection 
with the big figures. of the English 
[stage was when he wrote the three 
inimitable dances performed during. 
Wolsey’s reception in Sir Henry 
Irving's production of "Henry VII" 
three pieces which set the seal upon 
hhis reputation and are always wel- 
‘come additions to. most musical pro- 
‘grammes, In 1901 he completed the 
‘music of “The Emerald Isle" of which 
Str Arthur Sullivan, had Jet only 
two ‘completed numbers, for many 
others nothing but the melody and 
‘added thirteen numbers which had 
not:been commenced. Later he was 
{o collaborate with Gilbert in “Fallen 
Fairies.” In German the melodist 
‘and scholar were happily blended. 
His music has a character of its own, 
despite the fact that it stands in the 
direct lineage of Sullivan, Apart. 
from his symphonic works, it has a 
strong old English flavour in its. 
melodic turns,.its sprightly rhythms. 
Jand straightforward diction. His. 
"Merrie ." is worthy to rank 
with the Gilbert & Sullivan operas 
and like them is still performed, 
‘There may have been greater English. 
composers, but it is clear that his 
work had a singular contemporaneous 
appeal with every chance, because of 
ts nature, that time will have shown, 
him to have added something of

“Governor | Yang Yung-tal ” was 
always attentive to his duties, never, 
played favourites, never feared dif 
feulties, never demanded money, was| 
always "a serious-thinking man, an 
able administrator, a faithful ‘publie| 
servant as well “ag a learned 
‘statesman. His death is a great loss 
to the country!” | ‘Thus Gen. Ho| 
Cheng-chun, “Paeifcation Commis. 
sloner for Hupeh, told his friends and 
officials upon learning the tragle death, 
of Gen, Yang Yung-tal, Chairman of|

She tells how 
she came in contact with the cult 
through a friend who was an ardent

Serpent in the Garden 

‘Then came the serpent in the 
form of one of its leaders who aj 
eared to take a paternal ‘interest 
in her and who set himself to the 
task of teaching her all about the 
Hintomichi. From walks end talks 
they next went one. afternoon to a 
bathhouse. ‘They entered the family 
bathroom, whereupon the sect chief 
immediately locked the door. ‘The 
woman says that she thought it 
Peculiar though not particularly so, 
After the bath they had a meal and 
the man put some drug into her 
‘coffee. When she woke she 
at once she had been victimized and 

‘30 ashamed and humiliated that 
thought of committing suleide, 

Eventually she mustered up her 
courage, told her husband of the 
unfortunate event and decided to 
‘write to the papers to warm all dé 
cent women thet if they wished to 
Femain so they must shun the Hinto;| 
michl, religion. 

‘A few days: after, various. persons: 
Wwere taken: to the ‘police station in 
‘Mukden, for questioning regarding 
the habits of the. Hintomich! priests 
with women adherents es queer tales 
hhad seeped through to the. police. 

‘Then came ralds simultaneously at 
Dalrén ond Hsinking. In the former, 
‘an ‘influential attorney. and’ member 
of the Municipal Assembly was re- 
Ported ‘as among those “collected.” 
‘No reason was given by the police 
for ‘thelr incursion but it was stated 
that followers, of this religion, which 
4s now being publicly denounced in 
Japan, are engaged in activities ae 
‘trimental to publle morals. No less 
than 4,000 persons in Dalren are 
believed to be members of the sect, 

In Hsinking the police selzed a 
whole truckful of literature while 
Atty people were taken to the police 
station for examination. It is now 
fully expected that the cult will be 
officlally suppressed, 

Police in Action 

‘To the eye which casually scans. 
the Dalren newspapers there seems 
Uttle to exelte the police and one 
may conclude that the life of a 
policeman in this city is one with 
ample leisure, This is far from 
the truth. Quietly though thorough- 
ly they are always at work check- 
ing and rechecking on what is al- 
Jeged "to be fact and the rent Is 

it when anything does occur they 
are primed with information of all 
Kinds. Thus rapid captures of cul-

More. than forty policemen from

‘There wos one fairly serious dis- 
turbance at 3.05 o'lock inthe morning 
of Nov. 12, when 200 women workers 
‘at the Kong Dah Bll, 640 Yangtszepo0| 
Road, stopped work and smashed 
snany, windows. 

‘A. “go-slow" strike was started at 
the Kung Dah No, 2 mill in Yangisze- 
poo Road, near Jansen Road, in the 
‘Yulin Road police district. 

‘The Tokwa Hoseki Kalsha reported 

that about “70 per cent. of. thelr 
‘workers had resumed ince Nov, 11, 
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‘At 440 p.m, on Nov. 12, 200 female 
day shift workers of the Nagai Wata 
Kaisha, Lid. No, 6 mill, at 14 West 
Soochow ‘Road, went on strike, and 
at 6 o'clock were joined by the ‘night 
shift, bringing the tolal number of 
strikers to 450 members of the spin- 
ning department. They’ left the pre- 
mises without eausing much trouble 
at 8 pm, 

‘At 520 pm, 100 workers of the 
‘Yangtszepoo Cotton Mill, situated in 
‘Wetmore Road, were prevented from 
entering the mill by a crowd of in- 
timidators. ‘Three of the latter were 
arrested by the police, and are being 
hheld in custody. 

‘At a complete standstill was’ the 
‘Kung-Dah Cos No, 2 Mill, 640 Yong- 
tszepoo Road. Employed here are 
approximately 1,300 Chinese male and, 
female workers. 


Situatlon Appeased 
‘The situation In the Shanghai cot- 
ton milis remained quiet on Nov. 14, 
practically every factory operating’ 
normally. ‘The workers generally ac~ 
cepted a per cent, increase In pay. 
‘Only one mill, the No. 6 of the 
Naigai Wata Kaisha, in West Soo- 
‘chow Road, remained closed.

in all the factories concerned and 
they were operating on a normal Lasis. 
‘A bumper crop of cotton has made 
possible the present heavy working 
Schedule at the plants, which are 
operating day and night and, in 
some instances, are unable to keep 
up with the demand for material.

OUTSKIRTS NUNNERY 
ATTACKED 


Outlaws Routed by Patrol 
Party in Gun Fight 


‘The Limng Lien nunnery on the out- 
skirts of sao Heng village, Shanghai 
Hsien, was the scene ofan armed 
robbeiy and subsequent gun fight 
between a gang and the Police ‘on 
November 10, resulting in one rob: 
Ler being arrested. Desplte the fact 
that they were greatly out-numbered, 
the police routed the: gang of about 


"3| 20 members. ‘The police reported no 


‘injuries, but it could not be ascer- 
tained whether any of the robbers 
had been wounded or not. 


Armed with pistols, iron bars and 
clectrle torches, the 20 outlaws broke 
into the nunnery shortly before mid- 
night. For her’ refusal to give in- 
formation to the gang as to the hiding 
itee of valuables, the robbers bound 
the head nun with length of heavy 
cord, gogged her and beat her. 
‘A. systematie search was then made 
with the assistance of torches and 
candles.

A Chinese Criticism 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowru-Cuina” Dany News" 
‘Smm—It is with considerable regret 
I “read In your esteemed journal 
yesterday. and to-day news ilems 
Felative to the proposed ban on the 
future importation of the productions 
of the Paramount Films Ine, which 
4s being contemplated by our Govern- 
ment ‘Such drastic action Is ‘very 
unbecoming to a demoeratle Govern- 
ment as ours ond hardly does justice 
to the well-known broadmindedness 
of -our people. “It fs but the ill- 
considered suggestion of the expon- 
ents of extreme nationalism within 
Our government and the Intended 
action savours strongly of a petulant 
noveau riche.

While It must be admitted that in 
the past Chinese have frequently 
been made the butt of jokes on the 
Stage and screen in forelgn coun- 
tries, such undesirable conditions do 
not exist to-day because of the re- 
Placement of the laissez "faire 
Policy then existing by a vigorous 
Positive policy of opposition" to 
anything ‘that is prejudicial to 
the dignity’ of our country and 
people. No exception-can be taken 
to our people in our desire to main- 
tain our national and racial prestige. 
On the conteary, these legitimate as- 
pirations of our ‘people have recelved 
the sympathy and co-operation of the 
Government and people of forelgn 
countries. In the pursuance of our 
commendable objective wo should 
however confine ourselves to equit- 
able means and not exceed them. 
‘The proposed administrative action 
greatly exceeds the reasonable. limits 
set by custom and usage of recent 
years. 


Ipso' facto the drastic action spon- 
sored by the extremists defeats its 
‘own purpose, for if a ban on the im-

For the frst time an etiempt has 
been made to tell the early history 
of China from materials which have 
‘been excavated, belonging to the 
period, This. has. been done by 
Professor Her:lee Glessner Creel, 
‘he instructor in Chinese history 
and language at the University of 
Chicago, in a book entitled “The 
Birth of China, A Survey of the 
Formative Period of Chinese 
Civilization,” published by Jonathan 
Cape, London, at fifteen ‘shilling: 
‘The Chinese seem never to ha 
been baified by the existence of a 
pre-historic era in thelr country. 
Where there have been no facts to 
0 upon, historians have been quite 
ontent to rely on legends, with a 
Result that there has grown up a 
‘tradition of mythical emperors and 
heroes, who have dated Chinese 
civillzation much further back 
than it has any right to be, and 
have obscured the real story of the 
beginnings of this people by quaint~ 
nesses which make most interesting 
yeading but which will not, bear 
examination under the searchlight 
of modern research,.-As most 
residents in China know, there have 
‘been discoveries in Honan and 
Kansu, to mention only two places, 
‘within’ the last few years which 
‘have enabled seckers after the truth 
‘to got a very fair idea of conditions 
as they existed nearly two thousand 
‘years before the Christian era, ‘The 
Tesults of these researches have 
‘been made public from time to time 
in’ monographs which have, more 
often than not,,been a. delight to 

+ fellow research-workers but which 
have left the general public cold, 
‘There has thus been a-gap in the 
information available to the casual 
‘student or réader of affairs out here, 
Professor Creel -has filled ‘the gap 
very effectively, in language which 
is untechnical and extremely read- 
able and clear. It is probable that 
‘Some of the deductions he has made 
from. ‘his observations. of | the 
‘recently. excavated remains. will be

In many cases the diviner wrote

Professor Creel makes a very. 
Rood case for Chinese culture being 
indigenous. He does not subscribe | 
to the theories of cultural streams 
spreading from certain localities 
over the rest of the world, though 
he admits that the influences of 





various cultural centres spread in 
all directions and probably had a 
‘great mutual effect upon each other. 
From the earliest ‘human remains 
found in this country, it has been 
belleved that even when the Peking 
‘Man existed, there was a definite 
oriental type of human being. 
Nothing since found has caused that 
belief to be modified, and with this, 
as a foundation, Professor Creel 
Koes on to show, from neolithic re 
mains which have been found, right 
down to within three thousand 
years ago, that the early Chinese 
‘were not nomadic but agricultural, 
that they settled and tilled the soil, 
and that the stories of huge 
migrations are probably without 
much truth. He compares the 
Painted pottery of excavations in 
‘Kansu with the black pottery found 
in other regions. He describes the 
area in which Lt or tripods are 
found, and from his findings 
deduces certain circumscribed areas 
in which different cultures flour- 
ished spreading into each other 
until elther they triumphed or all 
traces of them vanished. The 
argument is very interesting and 
very complete, and seems to provide 
‘one reason why Chinese culture has 
existed without interruption for so 
many thousands of years—that it 
is as deeply rooted in the country 
5 are the people themselves. 

But these are merely preliminary 
speculations, necessary for the un- 
derstanding of the closer discussion 
of the findings in various excavated 
sites of a much later period, 

‘The earllest civilization known to 
us, historleally, and archaeologically, 
which can be’ called ‘Chinese’ In 
cultural sense, is that of the Shang 
people living at Anyang (Honan) 
{in the fourteenth century B.C., says 
Professor Creel One of the most 
Amportant questions ‘in Chinese his- 
tory Is: what fs the relation between 
this historle Chinese culture and 
the neolithie culture which preced- 
ed it in north-east China? 

As’ has already been indicated, 
Professor Creel shows how the 
former probably developed out of 
‘the latter, with the assistance: of 
‘one or two importations from other 
cultural’ centres, such as the 
technique of bronze manufacturing 
and: casting. He. discusses the 
traditional Hsia‘ dynasty, which he 
refuses “to dismiss as wholely 
fictitious, stating, on the contrary, 
that it probably meant the existence 
of a: relatively ‘high degree of 
culture ‘before the Shangs in 
northern China. But up to now 
there have been’no archaeological 
discoveries to throw any light on 
the Hsias, and thus, f5om the 
‘archaeological and scientific point 
of view, the curtain rises on Chinese 
history ‘with the Shangs, 

With the meagre material avail- 
able from the bone and shell 
inscriptions and from inscriptions 
‘on bronzes, the author of “The Birth 
of China” reconstructs the living, 
conditions of the Shangs. . Their 
areat city, he says, was at Anyang, 
‘and excavations have shown its re- 
markable size and scope. It is of 
great interest to- learn that the 
houses the Shangs lived in were 
almost Identical in structure with 
‘the Chinese houses of to-day. 

‘The typleal house of the present 
4s built on a raised terrace or 
platform of earth which Is faced 
with brick to make. the floor. in 
Shang times they had no brick; in- 
stead, the earthern terrace was 
beaten. A board frame. Ike a 
mould ‘for conerete was made to 
hold the earth on the sides; loose 
earth was piled into this frame and 
Poured down, layer after layer, 
until the desired height was. 
Feached, 

Further details of the Shang| 
houses are given, showing the re-

dwellings:— 
From the arrangement of the 


pillar bases we know that there 
Were three rows of pillars, one at. 
either side under the eaves and 
one in the middle under the ridge- 
pole. ‘The middle pillars were

space in the centre as possible. In 

modern Chinese buildings they are

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‘The livelihood of “the people of 
Shang times seems to have been| 
divided between agriculture and| 
hunting, in both of which the people 
seem to have reached a high state 
of proficiency. ‘The Shangs used| 
domesticated animals—the dog, the 
pig, the goat, the sheep, deer, oxen, 
water buffaloes, and horses.’ They 
were even familiar with the use of 
elephants for heavy work, as one 
of thelr characters shows. In the 
view of Professor Creel the Shangs| 
did not go in much for stock-raising, 
preferring to work in the fields, 
‘They had wheat, some-varicties of 
millet, and perhaps rice. ‘Though 
not a warlike race, they were strong 
‘enough to protect thelr boundaries 
from barbarous tribes. ‘They in- 
dulged in a little trade, though most 
of their communities were as a 
rule self-contained. And there is 
evidence to prove that they used a 
form of cowry shell as money, 
‘though the value of a cowry seems 
in ‘those days to have been 
altogether out-of proportion to the 
value put on it in other communi- 
ties where it is still used. Every-

Floods Overcome by Construction Programme: Useful 
Labour Rather Than’ Charity

China is, unfortunately, 
visited by famines. Few of Us realize 
thelr terrife costs: still fewer know 
‘much about the courageous and con- 
linuous efforts that are being made 
in fighting ‘natural calamities in. thls 
and of teeming millions. ‘The Chi 
International Famine Rellet Com- 
mission represents such an effort. 


Problem of Famines In China 

Chiefly due to its size and topo- 
graphic make-up,” Ching has a fre- 
Gueney of floods and droughts un- 
equalled perhaps in any other coun- 
try. “A study made by the College 
of ‘Agriculture of the University. of 
Nanking -shows that during the 2,019 
years between 108 B.C. and 1911 
A.D. there were 1,828 years when 
severe food shortage was felt in some 
part of Chin 

Records also show that since the 
establishment of the Chinese Repub- 
We in 1911, there have been" no less 
than fifteen serious floods along the 
Yellow “River, widely. known as 
"China's Sorrow." According to re- 
ports received by the China Inter- 
national Famine Reliet Commission, 
there have been at least 70 serious 
floods and droughts. in China from 
1020-1935. Only three of the eighte 
provinces have not had serious floods 
or droughts and only two of the 
Afteen years’ have been free trom 
famines, What do these recurting 
calamities mean to China? 

First of all, they have destroyed 
Snnumerable human tives. ‘The North 
China famine in 1020 affected a total 
population of 20,000,000; of "which 
about one-fourth died of starvation, 
and disease, ‘The 1931 ood along the 
‘Yangtze affected 28,000,000 peop! 
as a result of that, catastrophe, ‘te 
death rate beeame twice as high as 
the ordinary. During the drought- 
famine in. northwestern China trom 
1929 to 1030, it was estimated that 
Kansu province alone ost 2,000,000 
people through starvation and typhus. 
Eoch famine meant a further cheap: 
ening of human life, 

standard of living 
furmers is $0 low.

Enormous Economie Losses 


Secondly, the economic losses due 
to famines’ are enormous. ‘The. total 
Jost in agricultural properties and 
crops during the 1081 flood alone 
amounted to. $2,000,000,000, which 
would have been suifeient’ to take 
care of the entire budget of the 
National Government of China for at 
least two years, The total quantity 
of foodstuits destroyed by the 1031 
flood would have been enough to 
feed the entire population of Shang- 
hai for nearly seven years, 

In 1034 we hada severe and ex- 
tensive drought in China, It was 
‘estimated that the tolal economic 
oss that year, (about, $1,000,000,000) 
would have been sufficient to build 
500 good-sized cotton mills, capable 
‘of employing 1,000,000 workers oF to 
construct 10,000 miles of good motor 
Fonds, ‘The tolal loss due to floods 
and drought during the last fifteen 
years would be enough to pay off 
‘all of China's domestic and ‘foreign 
debis, and are, greater than all the 
Indemnities “China has Incurred 
through foreign wars during the last 
100 years. Much of this economic 
energy, if not all, could and would 
have been available for productive 
enterprises and reconstruction work 
in China. 

‘Thirdly, the social and moral 
effects are no less disastrous, "Due 
fo repeated famines, thousands of 
people in the Interior of China have 
lost self-confidence. and as they 
have no other means of livelihood 
they became bandits. Ethical *as 
well as economic standards have 
been lowered: poverty and disease 
have increased. ‘The morale of the 
nation has been greatly effected, and 
het very economic recovery rendered 
more dimeult.

After the North China famine of

Wwe nad spent $17,000,000 during the 
yenr 1920-21, and kept about 7,000,- 
000° people ’ trom starvation, — we 
Achieved litte of permanent value. 

‘One exception, “however, ‘should 
be made in. this’ respect. With the 
$1,000,000 gold denated by the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross, Dr. J. E. Baker and 
few others carried out a demon- 
stration in selentife "relief. They 
employed tens of thousands of ref- 
lugees (at one time as many as 
37,000 people), and started to bulld 
the first motor roads in China." At 
the end of thelr relie¢ operations, 
they had not only finished 850 miles 
of motor roads (whieh gave practical 
encouragement to the good roads 
movement in China), but also had 
proved the value of labour relief. 

Partly because of this successful 
experiment and partly due to the 
desire on the part of varjous Sino- 
foreign famine relict bodies to have 
‘a centralized ond permanent reliet 
machinery, the China International 
Famine Relleg “Commission was 
founded in the autumn of 1921. The 
Commission, an internationally-con- 
stituted organization, was formed for 
8 two-fold task: 1. To administer 
Fellef measures in ‘times of famine 
due to natural causes, and 2.” To 
promote and carne out projects for 
the prevention of future calamities. 

It is composed of twelve provinelal 
‘committees and one Inter-provincial 
committee. It has its headquarters 
in Pelping, with branch offices in 
Nanking and Sangha. The Head 
‘Omce is divided into fve depart- 
ments: 1. general affairs, 2. account- 
ing, 3. engineering, 4, rural improve- 
ment ‘and §. income production; and 
it carries on work the whole year 
round, famines or no famine, 

‘Much Accomplished 


Besides the handling of relief 
work in, times of emergency, the 
Commission has built 2028 mites of 
new roads ind repaired 1,448 miles 
of old roads since Ils formation 
fifteen years ago. ‘These roads not 
‘only gave productive employment 
to hundreds of thousands of famine 
Tefugees, but also made it possible 
to transport food supplies to famine 
aitleken areas quickly and ceonomie- 
ally. 

‘The Commission has, moreover, 
Gnanced the digging of 5,727 wells 
which have greatly increased’ the 
productivity of the areas benefitted; 
completed 904 miles of dykes in six 
provinces and 290 miles. of canals 
in four provinces. ‘Together with 
river diversion work which ‘cost 
about. $1,058,000, a total of $12,355,000 
‘has already been spent by the Com- 
mission on engineering and preven- 
five projects. "It has also been large- 
Jy responsible for converting the 
historic Sian-Lanchaw highway into 
2 motor road, thereby reducing the 
journey between these two strategic 
Northwestern cities from eighteen to 
four days. 

‘On this road, 480 miles long, the 
‘Commission spent $587,000, approxi-

Financlal Support Necessary 
Famine prevention efforts on such 
a scale as is being Undertaken bY 
the C. I. F. R. C. of course, require 
considerable and ‘constant ‘financial 
‘support. Since 1921, the C. 1. F. R. C.

secured and spent approximately 
‘$50,000,000 for “famine relief and 
Prevention work. Of this amount,

FOR BURMA 


‘To Be Separated from India 
in April)

« For the last session of its history 
the Burma Legislative Council met in 
the Council Chamber, Rangoon, re- 
cently and was formally opened by 
His Excellency the Governor, Sir 
Archibald Cochrane, Publle interest 
‘in the proceedings, has seldom ‘been 
so keen, the public gallerles being 
packed." Buddhists were. specially 
concerned Fegarding the fate of the 
‘Thathanabaing’s. Jurisdiction IIL 
whlch threatened ‘to divide Burma’ 
into two camps., His Excellency in 
the course. of ah impressive speech 
declared his faith in a prosperous and 
peaceful future for Burma under her 
new ‘constitution, ‘The speech was 
loudly cheered, 

The Governor made an important 
reference to the improvement of 
Burmese rice, the country's principal 
crop. He said that a great’ deal of 
work had. been done by the Agricul- 
tural Department in the selecting of 
belter strains of seed and by advice 
as to crops sultable to different condi- 
tlons of soll and climate. But the 
process was a slow one and in the 
‘case of paddy there was some ground 
for uneasiriess as to whether improve 
ment in the quality of rice exported 
from Burma was keeping pace with 
the corresponding - improvement, 
which was constantly going on, In the 
produce of other countries, 

‘This was not however a matter for 
the Department of Agriculture alone 
5 the preference of consumers In 
different markets as well as the views 
of the millers must be taken into ac- 
count if they were to be certain that 
thelr line of development was 
sulted to maintain. the position of 
Burma rice in thelr export markets, 

For these reasons, His Excellency. 
added, he felt that “a conference of 
epresentatives from the Agricultural 
Department, growers, millers, and 
merchants would be of value in 
ensuring, as far as possible, that they 
‘were proceeding on sound ines, and 
he proposed to arrange for such a 
conference in the immediate future, 
7 Frult for Europe 

A Department of Agriculture, report 
says that in Burma there are large 
fareas of vacant land that might pro- 
duce. good fruit, and there. appears 
to be scope for’ development: on. an 
orchard scale as well as an industry 
subsidiary to the production of field 
‘crops, as most cultivators possess su 
clent land round about thelr houses 
to enable them to plant a few fruit, 
trees from ‘which ‘a. small income 
could be derived every year-if care 
were taken.
